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BRISTOTT'H SPECrR. 


The following is the speech of 


Benjamin H. Briatow, at Cincinnati, 
on June 24th, at a meeting held at 
Exposition Hall, to ratify the nomi 
nations of Hayes and Wheeler, for 
President anil Vice President of the 
United States. Mr. Bristow was the 
first speaker, and delivered the an- 
nexed beautiful address: 


The assembling of this -vast traili- 


dience to ratify the work of the 
National 
Republican 
Convention 


held in this hall, last week, shows 
that the patriotic people who respon- 
ded so nobly to their country's call 
in the hour of danger and dissolu- 
tion, are not yet ready to turn that 
country over to the supreme control 
of mere professional politicians and 
peddlers of patronage. 


It is a hopeful sign of the times 


to see, in this city of solid wealth 
and substantial industries, ao many 
of her best citizens taking active 
interest interest in tW struggle for 
party supremacy. Since the impo- 
sition of internal taxes, aaacle nec- 
essary by the late war, Cincinnati 
lias paid into the National Treasury 
the aggregate sum of one million 
dollars [applause], to say nothing 
of the amount paid indirectly through 
another branch of the revenue. Your 
great city has paid to the Govern- 
ment in this fiscal year one-tenth of 
the entire internal revenue collected 
from forty millions of people. Why, 
then, should not the people of this 
city feel a deep interest in all that 
concerns the administration of the 
Government, the collection and dis- 
bursement of revenue for its support? 
Ton have a right to insist upon the 
faithful collection in any part of the 
country of the taxes imposed bylaw 
[vast applause], and it is equally 
jour right and duty to demand that 
every dollar so collected shall be 
applied to the legitimate purposes 
of Government, and to no other. 
[Cheers.] To this end it behooves 
every citizen to see to it that none 
but competent and faithful men are 
elected to office. [Applause ] When 
the people become indifferent to the 
selection of their public servants, 
and suffer oiy popular elections to 
pass into the control of mere place- 
seekers and professional politicians, 
then indeed will have come a danger 
to our common country more insid- 
uous than treason, and more certain 
than armed rebellion to bring decay 
aad ultimate destruction. 


WORK OF THE CONV£STIOJf. 


This great outpouring of the peo- 


ple here to-night testifies to the fact 
that the National Republican Con- 
vention did its work wisely and well. 
Ton are here for the purpose of rati- 
fying that work, and the enthusiasm 
of the hour shows how heartily your 
approval is given. 
The platform of 


principles is one upon which every 
patriotic citizen who loves freedom 
and justice may securely stand. 
It 


declares for equal and exact justice 
to all men, liberty and equality in 
the exercise of all civil, political and 
public rights, to be enforced, if need 
be, by all >he power conferred upon 
the Government by the Constitution. 
In this declaration is embodied the 
highest aim of government, and 
without its practical operation no 
government is really free or worthy 
the support of a free people. 
Con- 


•ceding perfect liberty and exact 
equality to those who sought, by 
violence, to overthrow the Govern- 
tueDt, it demands the same security 
and right for the newly enfranchised 
race which "followed the flag and 
kept step to the music of the Union." 
This is bnt another form of expres- 
sion for the idea that this Govern- 
ment is a Nation of one people, and 
not a mere league of many States. 


RESUMPTION 


The platform commits the party 


fully and squarely to the resump- 
tion of specie payment [applause], 
which is demanded alike by the best 
interests of the people and the sol 
emn pledges of the Government. 
There must be no step backward, 
bnt continuous and steady progress 
toward resumption and return to the 
money of the Constitution. 
Every 


expedient for the revival of our pros- 
trate industries which fjl Is shoit of 
absolute resumption and complete 
fulfillment of all our national obliga 
tions, will prove inadequate and 
deceptive. 
The necessities of the 


country demand the restoration of 
confidence in business and commer 
cial transactions, and this will come 
only from a stable currency and 
readiness to discharge all national 
liabilitieM according to the letter and 
spirit of the undertaking. 


BKFOBH. 


The Convention has given tu a 


simple and easy method of reforming 
our civil service, which it neither 
more nor less than the practical ap- 
plication in public affairs of the rule 
which works so well in business, and 
leave others to do likewise. 
Mem- 


bers of Congress, whom the Consti- 
tution charges with legislative duties, 
should not dictate appointments to 
office as rewards for personal politi- 
cal service, bnt should leave the Ex- 
ecutive free to exercise his constitu- 
tional functions in the selection of 
officers with reference to honesty, 
fidelity and capacity, under the sanc- 
tion of his path to take care that the 
laws are faithfully executed. When 
this distinction between legislative 
and executive functions comes to be 
fully recognized and observed, it 
will be easy enough for the Execu- 
tive to reform and elevate our civil 
service. Without this it is impossi- 
ble. The Convention has struck a 
blow at the very root of all evil, and 
has indicated the true remedy for the 
dangerous tendencies of a practice 
which comes down to us from the 
Democratic party. 


The platform pledges the party to 


speedy, thorough 
and unsparing 


prosecution and punishment of all 
public officers who betray official 
trust. [Great applause.] 


The Convention did not stop to 


consider, as some would have us do, 
whether such prosecutions and pun- 
ishments would be hurtful to the 
party. It has given public notice 
that plunderers of the public reve- 
nue and corrupt officials, whether 
Democrats or Republicans, must 
meet, as they deserve, the rigors of 
our criminal statutes. The necessity 
for purity in the public service, and 
the duty that rest* upon us to pre- 
serve and perpetuate our form of 
government, demand strict observ- 
ance and fulfillment of this pledge. 
N ON-SECTABIAN GOVERNMENT AND EDU- 


CATION. 


Recognizing fully the value of 


popular education, [applause] and 
he absolute importance of complete 
separation of Church and State, [ap- 
ilause] the Convention has declared 
n favot of a Constitutional amend- 
ment forever securing public funds 
or property for the support of public 
schools against sectarian control or 
influence. 
This is no abridgment of 


religious freedom. It leaves every 
man free to follow the dictates of his 
own conscience in matters of religion, 
jut prevents the use of money raised 


taxation for building up any sect 


or denomination. The State must 
not be brought into subjugation to 
;he Church, nor shall any branch of 
.he Church be put under the foster- 
ing care of the State, to the exclu- 
sion of other sects. 


In a word, the standard which the 


party has carried successfully through 
four successive National contests has 
lot been lowered, bnt advanced still 
iiigher. The Convention which as- 
sembled here last week has shown to 
the world that it represented a party 
of progress, ready, willing and able 


move forward in the science of 


government, and to learn lessons of 
wisdom in the school of experience. 


THE CANDIDATES. 


Upon this platform it has placed 


men who bear honored names in our 
country, the excellence and purity of 
whose public services and lives fur- 
nish a sufficient guarantee that the 
principles announced will be carried 
imt in letter and spirit. It has se- 
lected for its standard bearers Gov- 
rnor Hayes, of your own State, 
^cheers,] and William A. Wheeler, 
>f Nc-w York. Governor Hayes is 
well known to you. Under his lead- 
ership you have got into the habit 
of achieving victory. Three times 
lave you chosen him to occupy the 
chair of Chief Executive of the great 
State of Ohio. 
Not only has he 


served his State with honor to both 
the State and himself, but he has 
nobly and gallantly served his coun- 
try at a time when his service was of 
:he highest value. Modest in bear-

A. M., June 23d, our eyes rested upon 
the sterile town of Wadsworth, 328 
miles from San Francisco. "What 
Godforsaken town is this?" we asked 
the waiter soto race, because we did 
not wish to offend any one by speak- 
ing above a mental whisper. Wads- 
worth makes considerable display in 
railroad appointments. 
Here is a 


20-stall round-house, G5 feet deep, 
with over 500 feet of circular length. 
The machine shop is also quite ex- 
tensive, and equal to the require- 
ments of the G. F. The engines used 
on this division (Wadsworth to Win- 
nemucca) have very large tenders, 
with a water capacity of 3,800 gal- 
ons. This is necessary, as they run 
70 miles before refilling. The great 
water tank hore holds 60,000 gallons, 
fco which pipes, hydrants and hose 
are attached as precautionary against 
ire. But the surroundings of Wads- 
worth are bleak, dreary, and very
